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U.S. Navy Plane Shot Down 
In Flames By Russian M IG; 
7 Are Wounded And Burned 


KODIAK, Alaska (ZP)— The Russian bullets which wounded 
three I . S. Navy fliers Wednesday noon and forced their 
patrol bomber to land in flames on a Bering Sea island came 
without warning. 
Four of the ll men aboard— all of whom escaped with 
varying but minor burns and wounds— returned here yes­ 
terday and Et. Richard II. Fischer of Pittsburgh, Pa., re­ 
ported there was no opportunity to avoid or return the gun­ 
fire. 
He said the bullets ripped through the left wing and 
fuselage, “injuring three men,” just as the gunner. Aviation 
Ordnance Man Donald E. Sonnek of .Minnesota Lake, Minn., 
reported sighting an airplane. 
The bullets ripped holes in the wing and set it afire, others 
tore chunks out of the fuselage and struck three men or 
whizzed past the heads of the others. 
No explanation was immediately available to the fact Et. 
Gen. Joseph IE Atkinson, commander-in-chief of the Alaska 
defense command, said the injuries were from cannon shell 
fragment*-. Fischer repeatedly said, however, the plane was 
struck by machinegun bullets. Atkinson's remarks were made 
after visiting the wounded airmen.

Hospital Directors Ask Bids 
For First Wing; Need $40,000; 
President Livingston Renamed 


Directors of the Annie M. W arner Hospital at their annual 
meetinR Friday evening re-elected Richard W. Livingston, 
New Oxford, president for another year and authorized the 
hospital architect to secure bids on the first of the two pro­ 
posed new w ings to the hospital. 
The decision to invite bids followed announcement that 
the plans of the first wing had been approved by the Penn­ 
sylvania Departm ent of Labor and Industry. In the m ean­ 
time efforts are to be redoubled to secure the $40,000 needed 
to reach the goal of $250,000 required to get the building 
program underway. 
The urgency of the need for the new buildings was em ­ 
phasized in the annual report prepared by C. Samuel Daley, 
C. P. A., hospital auditor, which revealed an increase in 
earned income from services of over $40,000 during the fiscal 
year which closed May 31, 1955. Had the hospital been paid 
for all its services it would have received $341,035.57 includ­ 
ing state and county appropriations, cash donations and sale 
of salvage m aterial. Expense during the same year increased 
by over $38,000 to $338,739.99 leaving a theoretical balance 
of $2,295.58 for the period.

Dr. Hart Van Riper, medical di­ 
rector of the National Foundation 
for Infantile Paralysis, said in New 
York yesterday the Foundation's 
program to inoculate all first and 
second graders is “ at a standstill

Ten-Day Delay

Health said no more releases of 
vaccine supplies are expected for 
at least a week or IO days. 
Beyond that, a check of the six 
pharm aceutical firm s licensed to 
produce the new vaccine indicated 
sizeable fresh supplies may not be 
available until mid-July.

Take Off Onion Seed Stalks, 
Zettle Advises, For Best Growth 


Bv FRANK S. ZETTLE 
Adams County Farm Agent 


If you're 
growing 
some 
onions 
fTom se ts, you may see some of them 
developing seed stalks. Y ou’ll do well 
to pm, h off these seed stalks, ad ­ 
vises J urn D utt, Penn S tale Ex- 
j tension vegetable specialist, lf you 
don't you'll have a lot of th ick ­ 
necked onions th a t won t store well. 
As soon as the seed stalks have 
I started , even before th ey ’re three or 
four inches long, pinch off the tips. 
so th a t th e onion can force 
its 
grow th into the developm ent of tile 
leaves and bulb. 
Actually, the size of the onion 
a t th e tim e of planting is largely 
responsible for the developm ent of 
of seed stalk-. For fu tu re plantings, 
it’s well to rem em ber th a t small 
sets are preferred by m ost growers 
and gardeners. 
Side l)re*s Sweet C orn 
To give your sweet corn a shot in 
the arm , side dress it w ith an extra 
dave of fertilizer. T his m ay be extra 
im portant th is year, since the recent 
j heavy rain s m ay have leached some 
of the p lan t food out of your garden 
soil. T he use of one of these ferti­ 
lizers— 10-10-10. 5-10-10 or 5-10-5— 
is recom m ended. P u t on anyw here 
between 300 and 500 pounds to the 
acre. 
You can eith er apply the fertilizer 
along the row. or broadcast it and 
I cultivate it into the toil, pulling the 
fertilizer 
tow ard 
the 
corn 
rows. 
C ultivation n ear tile rows should be 
shallow, so as not to disturb the 
roots. A nother reason for pulling th e< 
soil tow ard the corn rows Is to 
sm other sm all weeds and give more 
* support to the stalks. 
Some 
growers give th eir sweet 


I corn another application of ferti­ 
lizer when the ears begin to silk. 


J They put on 200 to 300 pounds of 
n itrate of soda or am m onium sul­ 
fate, or IOO to 150 pounds of am ­ 
m onium n itrate per acre. T ins is 
helpful if insects can be controlled. 
E xtra nitrogen will produce a dark 
green color husk and will produce 
ear leaves or stream ers which make 
them attractive. 


Control External Parasites Of Sheep 
D ip sheep for control of external 
parasites in the spring after shear- 
I xng

IO days to week* lapse 
I after shearing for cuts to heal. Less 
I dip is needed whop fleeces are short. 
Peed and w ater the sheep w ithin 3 
to 6 hours before dipping bo they 
will not be thirsty or hungry when 
dipped. In cool w eather, they should 
be dipped early enough in the day 
to have time to dry before night, 
n hot w eather they should not be 
dipped w hen overheated. 
Experience h as show n th a t one 
dipping w it lu n y one of several d if­ 
ferent m aterials gives excellent con- 
! trol. R otenone alone, rotenone and 
sulfur, D D T ., benzene hexachloride. 
toxaphene and m ethoxychlor are the 
m ajor 
m aterials 
used 
to

sheep ticks and lice. All of these 
m aterials should be used according 
to m an u factu rer's directions
